DOES NOT BELIEVE IT 


Ann Arbor Professor of Otology Says 


Story Is Exaggerated 


Ann Arbor. Mich., May 10.— Professor 


Israel C. liusscll of the geological de- 
partment of the University of Michigan, 
and a member of the board of managers 
of the National Geographical society, dis- 
credits the reports concerning the dam- 
age done by the volcanic eruption at 
Martinique. 


"When the tnilh is learned," he said, 


"you nil! find that 800 or 1.000 were 
killed instead of 40,000. From every evi- 
dence at band, it is quire clear to me it 
was simply a small eruption of one of 
the volcanoes." 


"I'pon what do you base your con- 


clusions?" he was asked. 


"Hecaiise nothing was heard of the 


sound of tho explosion in the neighbor- 
ing islands. 
If the destruction is as 


great as the reports indicate, the sound 
would have been heard in Porto Rico, 
Cuba nnd even Florida. 
There would 


have been violent fluctuations of the 
barometer. None has been noticed. There 
would have been big water waves if an 
earthquake had increased the destruc- 
tion nnd none has been reported. No, I 
cnnnot believe the printed reports and I 
have just sent a telegram to the board 
of managers of the Xational Geograph- 
ical society 
moving 
that we send a 


geographer to investigate."
